REPORT. 



The Trustees of the Astor Libraiy beg leave to present to 
the Legislature of the State of New Yoik, this their thirty- 
ninth annual report of the condition and progress of the 
Library, its receipts and expenditure, during the year last 
past. 

In the past year Mr. George Lockhart Rives has tendered 
his resignation as Trustee, in consequence of having accepted 
the position of Assistant Secretary of State of the United 
States. The Board, while regretting the loss of Mr. Rives' 
valuable services, have as yet taken no action on said resigna- 
tion. No other changes in the Board have occurred. For the 
information of the public, a list of the Trustees, in the order 
of their election, is appended. 

The principal officers of the Library also remain as before. 

The report of the Treasurer, marked "A," exhibiting the 
condition of the funds and securities up to the 31st of Decem- 
ber, 1887, with the receipts and expenditures during the past 
year, is appended. 

From this report it appears that there has been expended 
during the past year for books and binding, the sum of 
$6,843.34. 

The fund for the maintenance of the Library is $411,550, 
and the endowment fund amounts to $1,430,112.23. 

The receipts of the Library during the past year were 
$26,307.25. The expenditure during the same time $25, 632. 80. 

The insurance remains the same: on books $220,000; on the 
building $100,000. 

The report of the Superintendent, marked *'B," is also ap- 
pended, showing the additions to the Library during the 
year, by purchase and donation, amounting to 2,475 volumes, 
exclusive of pamphlets. 

The whole number of volumes in the Library on the 31st of 
December, 1887, was, pamphlets excepted, 227,654. 

The Board would repeat, what has been \\^t^\,ol.Q;t^ ^\».\fc^^ 
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that the Library is strictly a library of reference — no book 
being allowed to leave the building save for a short time un- 
der the order of a Court in the trial of a cause, — so that 
students at a distance consulting the catalogue can depend 
upon finding any work they wish to consult upon the shelves 
of the Library. 

Among the more important works added to the Library 
during the year were ** La Commedia di Dante," a magnifi- 
cent volume containing the text, with a Latin commentary of 
the fifteenth century, now first printed, from a rare manu- 
script in the Royal Library of Turin, the gift of the King of 
Italy; *'Dipinti murali di Pompei," containing beautiful re- 
productions in color, recently printed at Naples, presented by 
Mr. Astor; a rare copy of " Cicero de Officiis," printed at 
Venice in 1484, the gift of Mr. Delano, besides several im- 
portant works purchased in the year. 

The total number of readers for the year was 60,449, of 
which the alcove readers were 9,269. There was a large in- 
crease in the number of volumes consulted, some 14,000 more 
than ever before, showing increasing and gratifying study 
and research.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the following 
report for the year 1887, to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

The iron shutters at the north end of the building have 
been repainted; and the drain at the north-east corner re- 
laid. The Library was closed, for cleaning and repairs, from 
the fifteenth of August until the seventeenth of September. 

The number of ordinary readers during the year was 61,180, 
and the number of books delivered, 180,850. The number of 
visits to the alcoves by persons authorized to study there, was 
9,269. Compared with the last previous year, there was a de- 
crease of 6,259 ordinary readers, and 186 visits to the alcoves, 
but an increase of 15,833 books delivered, which would seem 
to show an increase in the amount of research, while the 
falling off in the number of general readers may be due in part 
to the growth of free circulating libraries. 

The second section of the new catalogue, in continuation 
of Dr. Cogsw^ell's, was published last winter, and the third in 
the following autumn. The second section is a volume of 956 
pages, embracing the letters from E to K; and the third, a 
volume of 1,088 pages embracing the letters from L to Q. It 
is expected that the fourth and last section will be published 
next summer. The current card catalogue of recent acces- 
sions, which forms a supplement to the printed catalogue, has 
been kept up to date. This card catalogue is in what is called 
dictionary form, with authors and subjects in a single alpha- 
bet. There is a printed index of subjects to Dr. Cogswell's 
author catalogue, and a subject catalogue upon cards for the 
period covered by the new volumes. This subject catalogue 
nasall been revised and improved during the year, but it still 
leaves much to be desired. 

The collation, registr}% classification, and arrangement of 
new books, have gone on as usual; but not much has been done 
by way of a general rearrangement, the officer in charge of this 
department having been called upon to assist in the above men- 
tioned review of the old subject catalogue. The number of 
volumes reported in the Library is 227,654, of which 1,096 
were bought during the year, and 1,379 received by gift. 
The number of books bound or repaired during the year, was 
1,154. 

Among the notable purchases were Anderson's Pictorial 
Arts of Japan; Album du Musee de Boulaq; Oeuvres com- 
pletes de Bartolomeo Borghesi; Furtwangler and Loschcke's 
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Mykenische Vasen; Hefner- Alteneck's Trachten, Kunstwerke 
und Genithschaften vom frtihea Mittelalter bis Ende des 
achtzehnten Jahrhunderts; and Robert Schumann's Werke. 
Among the gifts remarkable for their value or beauty, were 
La Commedia di Dante Alighieri col commento inedito di 
Stef ano Talice da Eicaldone, presented by the King of Italy ; 
Catalogus librorum bibliothecae CoUegii Sacrosanctse Trini- 
tatis, 9 volumes folio, presented by Trinity College, Dub 
lin; a Descriptive account of the Guildhall, presented by the 
City of London; the Records of the Court of Commissioners 
of Alabama Claims, 153 volumes, half red morocco, presented 
by the Secretary of State of the United States; a bound file of 
the Evening Post from 1801 to 1860, presented by the Even- 
ing Post Publishing Company; a bound file of the Journal of 
Commerce from 1870 to 1880, presented by the publishers; an 
illustrated account of the Percheron horse, and several other 
privately printed books, presented by Mr. Walters of Balti- 
more; a Cicero de OflSciis of 1484, presented by Mr. Delano ; 
and Dipinti murali di Pompei, presented by Mr. Astor.

The Trustees of the Astor Libraiy, in accordance with 
their Act of Incorporation, make this their fortieth annua] 
report. 

Since the last report the resignation of Mr. George Lock- 
hart Rives, therein referred to, has been accepted with regret, 
and the Board have been fortunate in securing the services of 
Mr. Stephen H. Olin of this city to fill the vacancy. 

The Board is now complete, and a list of the Trustees in the 
order of their election is appended. 

The principal officers of the Library remain as before. 

The report of the Treasurer, marked *'A," exhibiting the 
condition of the funds and securities up to the 31st of Decem- 
ber, 1888, with the receipts and expenditures during the past 
year, is appended. 

From this report it appears that there has been expended 
during the past year for books and binding, the sum of 
$6,245.06. 

The fund for the maintenance of the Library is $411,550, 
and the endowment fund amounts to $1,498,409.61. 

The income of the Library during the past year was 
$23, 166.83. The expenditures for the same time $23,089.55. 

The insurance remains the same: on books, $220,000; on 
the building, $100,000. 

The report of the Superintendent, marked *'B," is also ap- 
pended, showing the additions to the Library during the 
year, by purchase and donation, amounting to 1,938 volumes, 
exclusive of pamphlets. The whole number of volumes in 
the Library on the 31st of December, 1888, was, pamphlets 
excepted, 229,592. 

The students in the alcoves registered in the Library num- 
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bered 8,918, and the whole number for the year was 62,475, a 
considerable mcrease over the previous year. 

The Catalogue of ** Authors and Books," in continuation 
of Dr. Cogswell's catalogue, so often referred to in these 
reports, has been completed. The fourth and last volume in 
July last. The four volumes contain 4,276 pages. The work 
has been much commended and sought after, and is indeed 
much more full and complete than Dr. Cogswell's, prepared 
by him alone or with little aid. Copies of the catalogue have 
been presented to foreign and domestic libraries of the first 
importance. 

The most notable of several valuable gifts to the Library is 
a magnificent volume of great size and beautiful illustrations, 
*' The Chronicle of the Saxon Royal House and its Residence, 
City of Dresden, embracing the most memorable Events of 
twenty-five Years,'' compiled by direction of the Council of 
Dresden, and presented by them to the Library. 

By referring to the report of last year it appeai-s that the 
endowment fund has been increased from $1,430,112.23 to 
81,4J^8,409.61. This increase results from the cost of the 
catalogue, nearly $40,000, contributed by Mr. Astor, and an 
additional large lot of land, also his gift, on the south side of 
the Library fronting on Lafayette Place.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the foUowmg 
report for the year 1888, to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

At the May meeting of the Board Mr. Astor presented to 
the Library a lot of land adjoining on the south, thus securing 
an open area around most of the building. The furnaces have 
been refitted, and the roof of the middle hall repaired at the 
southeast corner. The Library was closed for cleaning and 
repairs from the thirteenth of August until the fifteenth of 
September. The hours have been lengthened by shortening 
as much as possible the period of early closing in winter, and 
by keeping open on Saturday as late as on other days. A 
half holiday is given to half the force after one o'clock on 
Saturday. The number of ordinary readers during the year 
was 53,557, and the number of books delivered 179,639. The 
number of visits to the alcoves by persons authorized to study 
there was 8,918. Compared witn the last previous year there 
was an increase of 2,377 ordinary readers, and a decrease of 
351 visits to the alcoves. 

The fourth and last section of the new catalogue in con- 
tinuation of Dr. Cogswell's was published in the summer. It 
is a volume of 1,114 pages, embracing the letters from R to Z. 
The entire work consists of 4,276 pages, or about twice as 
many as Dr. Cogswell's four volumes. It has been presented 
to the principal libraries of this country and Europe, and is 
now offered for sale at forty dollars, folded and sewed. It is 
considered a valuable contribution to bibliography, reflecting 
credit on the Library and on those directly engaged in prepar- 
ing and printing it. The benefit conferred upon readers and 
upon the administration of the Library makes it one of the 
most precious gifts in the history of the institution. The 
author catalogue of the Library is now contained in three 
alphabets, Dr. Cogswell's four volumes bound in two, the new 
continuation, and a supplementary card catalogue of current 
accessions. The subject catalogue consists of Dr. Cogswell's 
index of subjects, Mr. Brevoort's subject cards, covering the 
period of the new continuation, and thirdly, the curient card 
catalogue, which contains authors and subjects in a single 
alphabet. Mr. Brevoort's subject catalogue has been enlarged 
and improved during the year by the addition of ten thousand 
titles from the new continuation 

This work of improving the subject catalogue has been 
thought more pressing than the general rearrangement of 
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books on the shelves. The registry and classification of new 
books has gone on as usual, and the collection has been kept 
in good order and condition. The number of books bound 
or repaired during the year has been 1,143. The number of 
volumes reported in the Library is 229,692, of which 876 were 
bought durmg the year, and 1,062 received by gift. Racinet's 
Costume Historique has been completed and bound in six 
volumes; also La Basilica di San Marco in Venezia, by Fer- 
dinand Ongania, in eleven volumes folio, a beautiful work, of 
great importance to artists. 

Among the notable gifts were Chronik des Sachsischen 
Konigshauses und seiner Residenzstadt, a handsomely bound 
and illustrated folio, presented by the City of Dresden, the 
work having been compiled by order of the City Council in 
honor of the silver wedaing of the King and Queen of Saxony; 
forty volumes relating to French heraldry and genealogy, pre- 
sented by the widow of Professor Frank D'Aulte; twenty- 
one volumes theological and miscellaneous works of Joseph 
Priestley, presented by Professor Car rington Bolton: Madon- 
nas by Old Masters, presented by Frederick A. Stokes and 
brother; and Woffington, an illustrated folio, presented by 
Augustin Daly.

REPORT. 



The Trustees of the Astor Library, in accordance with 
their Act of Incorporation, make this their forty-first annual 
report. 

The report of the Treasurer, marked **A," exhibiting the 
condition of the funds and securities up to the 31st of Decem- 
ber, 1889, with the receipts and expenditures during the past 
year, is appended. 

From this report it appears that the fund for the mainte- 
nance of the Library is §411,550, and the endowment fund 
amounts to $1,508,849.85. 

The income of the Library during the past year was 
$23,847.64. The expenditures for the same time were, for 
books and binding, $6,276.36; for other expenses, $18,728.96. 

The insurance remains the same: on books, $220,000; on 
the building, $100,000. 

The report of the Superintendent, marked '"B," is also ap- 
pended, showing the additions to the Library during the 
year, by purchase and donation, amounting to 2,392 volumes, 
exclusive of pamphlets. The whole number of volumes in 
the Library on the 31st of December, 1889, was, pamphlets 
excepted, 231,984, 

The students in the alcoves registered in the Library num- 
bered J 0,226, and the whole number of readers for the year 
was 64,210, a considerable increase over the previous year. 

The minutes of the meeting of the Trustees on this 8th day 
of January, 1890, contain the following entry: 

The Trustees are called upon to record their grief and their 
loss in the death of their esteemed President, Alexander 
Hamilton, who died at his late residence, near Irvington„on 
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the Hudson, on the morning of December 30th last, after an 
ilhiess of but few hours' duration. 

Mr. Hamilton wias the third President of the Library, hav- 
ing been appointed in 1876 to succeed Mr. William B. Astor, 
having been the first President not named as a Trustee in the 
Organic Act of the Library. His devotion to the duties of 
the oflSce, and to every interest of the Library, was exemplary 
and incessant. He was essentially a practical man of busi- 
ness; and with his attention to all the details of his ofBce, he 
combined the most gentle and courteous habits; stern in the 
enforcement of the rules and discipline of the Library, but 
mild and considerate in the methods of his administration. 

During his Presidency the number of volumes in the I-ibrary 
increased from 152,446 to 231,984, including many of the 
rarest and most valuable books. 

Mr. Hamilton was proud of an historic name and lineage. 
His was not the pride of a mere possession ; it was the lofty 
pride of reverence, of affection, of admiration of something 
that came to him, as he appreciated, by accident, for which 
he was profoundly grateful, and of which he sought to be 
worthy, without being boastful. 

His tastes were scholarly. In early life he was admitted to 
the Military Academy at West Point, on leaving which he did 
not enter the Army, but began the study of the Law, which 
he practiced with great success and credit for several years. 
Until his death he remained the confidential trustee and ad- 
viser of a large number of influential families and important 
estates. 

His circle of personal and devoted friends was large. He « 
had surrounded himself, at his beautiful residence on the 
Hudson, with choice luxuries of literature and of art, books, 
paintings, statuary, and rare relics of historic interest 
abounded; in these he found delight, and his ready memory 
and apt facility of speech added to the interest which his 
numerous visitors enjoyed while partaking of his ever flow- 
ing, liberal hospitality, in a home graced and cheered by long 
union with a fitting, gentle and cultivated companion. In 
this presence grief bids us pause. — With bowed heads we stop 
on the bereaved threshold. 
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In succession to his grandfather, Mr. Hamilton was a 
member of the Order of the Cincinnati, and at the time of his 
death was the Vice-President of the New York State Society 
of that Order. He was one of the founders, and to the date 
of his death, President of the Knickerbocker Club of New 
York; he was a Vestryman of Trinity Church in New York, 
and a Warden of the Episcopal Church in the neighborhood 
of his residence, besides being an active member of various 
benevolent and eleemosynary institutions. 

With the exception of the vacancy caused by the death of 
Mr. Hamilton, the Board is now full, and the principal offi- 
cers of the Library remain as before.

EEPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the following 
report for the year 1889, to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

The sky-lights of the north and south halls have been thor- 
oughly repaired and painted. The inside iron shutters have 
been refitted; and the outside shutters of the front basement 
repainted, as well as the stand-pipe in the north yard. The 
erection of a brick and iron building by the owners of the ad- 
joining property on the north, has increased the security of 
the Library, and improved the appearance of the street. 

The Library was closed for cleaning and repairs from the 
twelfth of August until the fourteenth of September. The 
number of ordinary readers during the year was 53,984, and 
the number of books delivered 170,547. The number of visits 
to the alcoves by persons authorized to study there was 10,226. 
Compared with the last previous year, there was an increase 
of 427 ordinary readers, and 1,308 visits to the alcoves. 

By direction of the Trustees, the price of the new catalogue, 
in four large volumes, has been fixed at thirty dollars, folded 
and sewed. This is a continuation of Dr. Cogswell's cata- 
logue (now usually bound in two volumes), and contains the 
growth of the Library from about 1860 to 1880. The current 
card catalogue, supplementary to the new printed one, has 
been kept up to date with the usual care. 

The improved condition of the catalogue of the Library, 
has given an opportunity to resume the general rearrange- 
ment of the books. To do this rapidly as well as thoroughly, 
would require a special force like that employed on the new 
catalogue; but much can be done in time by the regular staff 
in the intervals of ordinary business. The librarian in charge 
of the shelves, with such help as could be afforded him, has 
made considerable progress during the year in the separation 
of the four divisions of the collection, namely: Art and 
Literature, History, Science, and Philosophy. In order to 
interfere as little as possible with the use of the books, these 
preliminary removals are made in block, carrying with them 
the old numbers. But in addition to this, the greater part of 
American History, and about half of Science, have been en- 
tirely reclassified and arranged in permanent position, with 
changes of shelf- mark, and as far as time has allowed, corre- 
sponding changes in all the catalogues. 

At the October meeting of the Board, Mr. Astor announced 
that he had placed to the credit of the Trustees five thousand 
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dollars, to be expended by the proper committee in purchas- 
ing books for the Library. The number of volumes reported 
in the Library at the end of December was 231,984, of which 
1,184 were bought during the year, and 1,208 received by gift. 
The number of books bound or repaired during the year was 
1,141. Among the ^fts were two volumes of Champlin and 
Apthorp's Cvclopedia of Music and Musicians, presented by 
Charles Scribner's Sons, in acknowledgment or the service 
rendered by the Library in its preparation; an illustrated 
catalogue of the Stebbins collection of paintings and sculpture, 
presented by James H. Stebbins; a catalogue of the ancient 
marbles at Lansdowne House, presented by Lord Lansdowne; 
Annals of the House of Percy, in four volumes, presented by 
the Duke of Northumberland ; History of Selkirkshire ; or, 
Chronicles of Ettrick Forest, in two volumes, quarto, by T. 
Craig-Brown, presented by the author; and L'Arm6e fran- 
^aise, in four volumes, folio, illustrated by fidouard Detaille, 
presented by Mr. Astor. 

The good condition of the Library is largely due to the 
faithful interest and cheerful service of Mr. Hamilton, eight- 
een years a Trustee, and thirteen President of the Board. 
Following, as President, Washington Irving, who saw the 
foundation of the Library, and William B. Astor, who pi-esided 
over its first extension, Mr. Hamilton had the satisfaction to 
see a second extension, followed by the publication of a new 
catalogue, showing the addition of some beautiful manuscripts 
and early printed books, but chiefly a steady growth in such 
modem publications as are indispensable to a working library 
of research.

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REPORT. 



The Trustees of the Astor Library, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Act of Incorporation, make this their forty- 
second annual report. 

The report of the Treasurer is appended, marked ''A,'* 
exhibiting the condition of the funds and securities up to the 
31st of December, 1890, with the receipts and expenditures 
during the past year. From this report it appears that the 
fund for the maintenance of the Library is $411,550 ; the 
fund for the purchase of books $407,500, and the total endow- 
ment $1,969,099.25. The general income of the Library dur- 
ing the past year was $23,982.50, and the net income of the 
book fund $6,387.01. The expenditures for the same time 
were as follows: for general expenses, $20,186.54; for books 
and binding, $11,208.81. The insurance remains the same: 
on the building, $100,000; on books, $220,000. 

The report of the Superintendent, marked '*B," is also ap- 
pended, showing the condition of the Library during the 
year. It appears therefrom that considerable repairs have 
been made to the building, and that the accessions to the 
Library by purchase and donation amounted to 3,117 volumes, 
exclusive of pamphlets. The whole number of volumes in 
the Library on the 31st of December, 1890, was 235,101, ex- 
cepting pamphlets. The visits of students to the alcoves 
numbered 9,745, and the whole number of readers for the 
year was 62,778. 

The Library has suffered an irreparable loss by the death 
of Mr. John Jacob Astor during the past year. While no 
fitting testimony to Mr. Astor's usefulness and his unceasing 
services in the interest of the Library can be contained in this 
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report, the results achieved since his active connection with 
the institution began should be noted. When Mr. Astor be- 
came a Trustee in 1858, the middle hall of the Library was 
unfinished, and the number of books in the Library was 
110,000. In 1875, on the death of Mr. William B. Astor, the 
building, as enlarged by him, had been some years in use; 
the number of volumes in the Library was 152,446 ; the 
number of books called for during the year was 135,065, and 
the number of readers 42,606. 

Mr. John Jacob Astor, by his liberality, further increased 
the building by adding the north wing or hall, whereupon 
the whole Library was re-arranged for convenient use, a con- 
tinuation of the entire catalogue finished, many valuable 
manuscripts and specimens of early printing added, and on 
the 31st day of December, 1890, the number of volumes in the 
Library had increased to 235,101; the books called for during 
the year were 167,584, and the number of readers 62,778; an 
average, excluding the time the Library was closed for re- 
paire, of about 230 per day. 

It will be remembered that while use of the Astor Library 
is free to the public without reservation, the institution is 
nevertheless intended as a library of reference for students 
and persons engaged in serious research, to which class the 
persons making use of the Library very largely belong; which 
facts are of moment in considering the number of readers. 

Mr. John Jacob Astor, by his will, lieqneathed to the 
Library the sum of four hundred thousand dollars, the net 
income to be applied to the purchase and binding of books, 
exclusively; and the further sum of fifty thousand dollars, 
the net income of which was to be applied to provide attend- 
ance fees for members of the Board of Trustees. The fore- 
going legacies were immediately paid by Mr. Astor's executors, 
without awaiting the time allowed by law, and Mr. William 
Waldorf Astor further offered to make good any collateral 
legacy tax which might be imposed, but, the Library being 
exempt from taxation, his good offices were not necessary. 
The present accruing income of the special fund of $50,000, 
above referred to, has, by vote of the Trustees, been applied 
to the general purposes of the Library. 
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The Board of Trustees, at a meeting held on the 12th day 
of March, 1890, adopted the following minute, in reference to 
Mr. John Jacob Astor: 

** The death of John Jacob Astor calls upon the Board of 
Trustees of the Astor Library, at this, the earliest opportun- 
ity, to express its deep sense of the obligation of the institu- 
tion to him, and its appreciation of the loss sustained by his 
death. 

** Mr. Astor was the grandson of the founder of the Library; 
for more than thirty years one of its Trustees; and for more 
than twenty years its Treasurer. While he may be said to 
have inherited certain duties toward the Library, he had been 
so educated as to perform them fully, and brought to the ser- 
vice of the institution both a stalwart mind and body, large 
acquaintance with books and men, sound judgment and full 
appreciation of the advantages and needs of the Library, and 
a firm determination that there should be no deterioration in 
its character or usefulness during his connection with it. 
With these qualities and aims, he devoted himself to its ser- 
vice with unceasing faithfulness and interest, and added a 
constant and judicious liberality; so that it is to his munifi- 
cence that the Library is indebted for a new building, large 
sums spent in the purchase of books, a continuation of the 
catalogue, and, finally, large additions to the permanent fund 
for the purchase of books, by testamentary disposition; thus 
almost doubling its resources and usefulness. 

" During all Mr. Astor's connection with this great charity, 
he sustained the relation of a noble patron and faithful ser- 
vant and a devoted friend. A just respect for his well known 
opinions on such subjects, confines this minute to his official 
and personal life in connection with the Astor Library only. 
It may be permitted to the Trustees, however, to bear affec- 
tionate witness to those qualities which made the deliberations 
and proceedings of the Board at all times harmonious, and 
which induced his associates to become his friends. 

'* Who shall speak with sufficient delicacy of Mr. Astor's 
tact and consideration — whether as a benefactor who prefer- 
red to remain unthanked and unknown, and who declined to 
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assume the most prominent position in the body, or, as a 
member of the Board, in his bearing toward his fellow Trus- 
tees in the administration of the affairs of the Library and 
the disposition of the various questions from time to time 
under consideration? 

'* The present condition of the institution is enduring proof 
of Mr. Astor's services on its behalf; and the personal regret 
experienced at his death, evidence of the wisdom and consid- 
eration with which he has performed his duties." 

The Board, on the 12th day of March, 1890, elected Mr. 
William Waldorf Astor a member of the Board of Trustees 
in the place of his father. He declined to serve, however, for 
reasons personal to himself. Mr. William Waldorf Astor has 
presented to the Library a number of valuable pictures and 
other works of art, valued at $75,000, and also a portrait of 
Mr. Alexander Hamilton, the late President of the Board, 
which portrait his father had proposed to present to the 
Library. 

Mr. Edward King was thereafter elected a member of the 
Board of Trustees, and was, on the 14th day of May, 1890, 
elected Treasurer. The other existing vacancy in the Board 
was filled on the 10th day of December, 1890, by the election 
of Mr. Charles Howland Russell. The Board is now com- 
plete, and a list of the Trustees, in the order of their appoint- 
ment, is appended, and, in addition, the By-Laws and 
Regulations of the Library, as now in force.

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BY-LAWS 

OF 

THE ASTOR LIBRARY 

[As AMENDED MAT, 189O.] 



Article I. 



1. Meetings of the Trustees shall be held on the second 
Wednesday of every month, at such hour as may be from 
time to time prescribed by the Trustees. Special meetings 
shall be convened on requirement of the President, or of any 
two Trustees; notices of any special meeting shall be mailed 
at least two days before such meeting, or served personally. 

2. Six members shall be a quorum for the transaction of 
business. In the absence of a quorum at any meeting the 
members present may adjourn the meeting de die in diem^ 
or to a day fixed. In the absence of the President, a Chair- 
man shall be appointed for the time, or the Trustees may ap- 
point a Chairman to preside in the absence of the President, 
to hold office during their pleasure. 

3. The proceedings shall be conducted in the manner usual 
in deliberative bodies. The presiding officer shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to appeal, without debate. The 
ayes and nays on an)^ proceeding shall be entered on the min- 
utes, at the call of any Trustee present. 

Article II. 

The President shall be one of the Trustees, and hold office 
during their pleasure. 

He shall have power to enforce all By-Laws, Eules, Begu- 
lations and Orders; to suspend all officers, servants and agents 
not conforming to the same, and to forbid and restrain any 
action of any of the officers, servants and agents of the Trus- 
tees until a meeting thereof shall be held. 

Article III. 

The Treasurer shall be one of the Trustees, and hold office 
during their pleasure. . 

1. He shall have charge of all securities, deeds and other 
evidences of property belonging to the Corporation, and shall 
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deposit the same in such Safe Deposit Company or Depository 
as may be approved by the Board; shall receive all moneys 
due to the Library, and make all payment of claims audited 
by the Finance Committee; shall have charge of the vouchers 
of the Library, and keep full and accurate accounts of all 
transactions. 

2. He shall deposit all moneys in the name of the Corpora^ 
tion in such Bank or Depository as may be designated by the 
Trustees ; such moneys only to be drawn on the checks of the 
Treasurer. 

3. He shall make a report at the close of each year of the 
funds and property, and of all receipts and payments, with a 
BcheduJe of all the securities, and a statement of the property 
mortgaged, when mortgages are held. His accounts, books 
and vouchers shall be examined by a committee of the Trus- 
tees at the close of each year, and whenever required ; the 
check book, day book, and other books of account and vouch- 
ers in his charge, shall, at all times, be subject to inspection 
by the Trustees and by the Finance Committee. 

4. He shall, at each regular meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee, submit a statement showing the cash balances on hand, 
rents or interest due and unpaid, investments made since the 
last meeting and loans paid or securities sold. 

The Trustees may at any time appoint an Acting or Assist- 
ant Treasurer to act in case of the resignation, absence or dis- 
ability of the Treasurer, or in conjunction with him, with all 
or any of the powers and authority herein given to the Treas- 
urer. 

Article IV. 

The Secretary shall be one of the Trustees, and hold office 
during their pleasure. He shall convene meetings, and record 
the transactions of the Trustees. He shall have custody of the 
seal of the Corporation, and authenticate all deed«*, contracts 
and instruments. He shall affix the seal of the Corporation 
from time to time by authority of the Trustees, or at the 
authorization of the Treasurer and a member of the Finance 
Committee. 

Article V. 

The Superintendent shall hold office during the pleasure of 
the Board. 

1. He shall have the superintendence of the Library build- 
ing, and books and other property therein ; also, of all Libra- 
rians and others employed about the institution ; also, shall 
attend to the proper accommodation of persons consulting the 
Library, and to the enforcement of its rules.

2. He shall, under the direction of the proper committees 
of the Trustees, attend to the purchase, receiving and mark- 
ing of the books and other objects coming to the Library, to 
their being properly entered on the books and catalogue of 
the Library ; also to the purchase of necessary supplies, and 
the rendering to the Treasurer monthly of proper accounts 
£rom the assistants, and persons furnishing supplies, and of all 
purchases made or ordered. 

3. He shall attend at the Library during the hours the same 
is open to the public, and perform such duties in connection 
with it as the Trustees shall direct, and shall make reports to 
the Trustees at each regular meeting, and when requested by 
the Trustees. 

Article VI. 

All the oflScers shall be appointed by a majority of all the 
Trustees at a regular meeting. No vacancies in the Board of 
Trustees, or in the office of President or Treasurer shall be 
filled, except after nomination at a preceding regular meeting. 

Article VII. 

There shall be a Finance Committee, to consist of three 
members, of which the Treasurer shall be one, ex officio, to 
hold office during the pleasure of the Board, who shall have 
general direction of the investment of the funds of the Cor- 
poration, and of its finances. 

The Committee shall meet once in each month, at such time 
and place as it may elect, to audit the monthly bills and to at- 
tend to such other business of the Corporation as may come 
up. A book of minutes of its meetings shall be kept, upon 
which shall be entered the Treasurer's monthly statement of 
balances on hand, all investments authorized, securities sold 
or loans paid, and all other matters of which it is desirable to 
keep a record. 

The Committee shall examine the Treasurer's accounts, and 
the securities in his hands, in the months of May and October 
of each year. 

The Committee shall have a key or the combination of the 
safe in which the securities are deposited, but shall not open 
the same in the absence of the Treasurer, except by special 
order of the Board. When the securities are depositea in a 
'* Depository," they shall at all times be subject to the inspec- 
tion of the Finance Committee, but they shall be delivered up 
only upon the order of the Treasurer, or upon a special order 
of the Board. 

The Committee shall have authority to direct the execution 
of satisfactions of mortgages upon payment. 
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Article VIII. 

There shall be a Library Committee, to consist of three 
members, to hold office during the pleasure of the Board, who 
shall have charge of the selection and purchase of books, the 
binding of books, and genersd supervision of the books and 
the use of the Library. 

Article IX. 

Th)9re shall be a Committee on the Building, to consist of two 
members, one of whom shall retire at the expiration of each 
six months, who shall from time to time inspect the building 
and property, and shall have charge of the necessary repairs 
and condition of the property. 

Article X. 

These Bv-Laws shall not be altered until the proposed altera- 
tion shall have been presented to a meeting of the Trusttos at 
least one month before the alteration shall be adopted.

The Library is open every day but Sundays, established 
holidays, and such time during the summer as the building is 
closed for repairs — from 9 a. m. until 5 p. m., except in October 
and February, when it will be closed at 4.30 p. m., and in 
November, December and January, when it will be closed at 
4 p. M. 

Admission is free to all persons over sixteen years of age. 

Readers can obtain books by filling a printed blank with 
their own name and address, the date of application, and the 
title, author, and shelf of each book according to the cata- 
logue. No reader may leave the Library without returning 
his books and causing them to be check^ off ; or, in case oi 
very large works, reporting at the delivery desk. 

No books shall be taken from the building under any cir- 
cumstances. 

Visitors are not admitted to the alcoves except by permis- 
sion of, and in company with, a Librarian. Persons above the 
age of twenty- one years, when engaged in special research 
which cannot be conducted in the reading rooms, may obtain 
a card of admission from the Superintendent, if vouched for 
in writing by one of the Trustees or some other well-known 
citizen. 

Readers wishing to consult books of great value or rarity, 
must make special application for that purpose, and use them 
in the presence of an attendant. 

In taking notes, pencils and not pens, are to be used ; and 
no talking is allowed in the reading rooms. 

Loud conversation and smoking are strictly forbidden in 
any part of the building. Canes, umbrellas, parcels, and 
books, must be left with the hall porter.

REPORT OP THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the following 
report for the year 1890, to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

The building has been put in good repair, by painting the 
iron shutters at the east end of tne north hall, mending leaks 
in the roof, repairing and painting the iron fence along the 
front area, painting front doors and gates, building new 
shelves'across the west end of the north hall, painting and 
kalsomining the offices and the east end of the middle hall 
above, laying down linoleum throughout the east end of the 
upper floor, and putting in order twenty-four paintings and 
frames. A thousand book supports and a card catalogue case 
have also been procured from the Library Bureau in Boston. 
The Library was closed for cleaning and repaii*s from the 
eleventh of August until the thirteenth of September.

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The new printed catalogue continues to increase the useful- 
ness of the Library, and the supplementary card catalogue 
has been kept up to date with the usual care.

Of these, 2,048 were bought during the last year, and 1,06& 
received by gift. The number of books bound or repaired 
during the year was 1,067. 

Among the valuable purchases were Dr. Binion's Ancient 
Egypt, or Mizraim, volume TI; Niccolini's Case e Monumeuti 
di Pompei, 2 volumes, folio; and the Berlin publication en- 
titled Zeichnungen von Sandro Botticelli zu Dante's Goett- 
licher Komoedie. Among the notable gifts, were 473 charts 
from the United States Coast Survey, completing our set; the 
final volume of a Cyclopedia of Music and Musicians, from 
Charles Scribner's Sons; a large collection of organ music, 
from Mrs. F. F. Miiller, of Tarry town; a complete series of 
the archaBological publications of Professor Panofka of Berlin, 
from Professor N. L. Hooper; and several important works 
as a bequest from Mrs. A. M. Minturn, among which was an 
illuminated folio manuscript of the fifteenth century, contain- 
ing a commentary on the second part of the New Digest, by 
Johannes de Ymola. 

The late Mr. Astor, besides giving the Library a new build- 
ing, a new printed catalogue, and many rare and beautiful 
manuscripts, was accustomed to add from time to time as 
much as ten or fifteen thousand dollars a year for the pur- 
chase of books; and by his will he continued this bounty by 
leaving a fund of $400,000 to yield a permanent income for 
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similar purposes. When this fund is fully invested, the 
standing expenses of that nature and the general purchases 
can go on with less interruption than ever before, and be 
arranged to better advantage. Mr. Aster's entire benefac- 
tions to the Library amounted to fully $850,000, besides 
taking care of the funds of the institution, and devoting to 
all its affairs an amount of time and constant interest that 
cannot be estimated in money, any more than his personal 
kindness to all concerned in the management.

The Astor Library, January 13, 1892. 
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REPORT. 



The Trustees of the Astor Library, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Act of Incorporation, make this their forty- 
third annual report. 

The report of the Treasurer is appended, marked "A," 
exhibiting the condition of the funds and securities up to the 
31st of December, 18J»1, with the receipts and expenditures 
during the past year. From this report it appears that the 
fund for the maintenance of the Library is $411,560 ; for the 
purchase of books 87,500; fund to provide for the purchase of 
books $400,000; and that the total endowment is 81,990,375.35. 
The general income of the Library during the past year was 
$23,453.68. The net income from the $400,000 endowment 
to provide for purchase of books was $18,892.52. The general 
expenses for the same time were $21,081.38. The net amount 
expended for books, periodicals and binding $12,769.50. The 
insurance on buildings, fixtures and statuary was $100,000; 
insurance on books $220,000; insurance on 34 Lafayette Place 
was $2,000. 

The report of the Superintendent, marked ''B," is also ap- 
pended, showing the condition of the Library during the 
year. It appears from this report that considerable and very 
necessary repairs' have been made to the building, and that 
the accessions to the Library, by purchase and donation, 
amounted to 3,845 volumes. The whole number of volumes 
in the Library on the 31st of December, 1891, was 238,946, 
exclusive of pamphlets. The visits of the studf^nts to the 
alcoves numbered 9,205, and the whole number of readers 
for the year was 62,1^2. 

This account of the number of readers cannot be fully ap- 
preciated without noting the fact that the Library has none 
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of the features of a circulating, or even of a popular libraiy. 
From its foundation it has maintained its original character 
and purpose, to afford facilities as a reference library to per- 
sons engaged in scientific or literary research. As a matter 
of course the numbers using such a library would be smaller 
than would be the case in a library of more popular character. 
The steady increase year by year in the number of readers is 
gratifying evidence of the increasing value of the Library to 
the class of persons for whose benefit it is maintained. 

The death of Mr. Alexander Hamilton on the 30th of De- 
cember, 1889, left a vacancy in the office of President, which, 
by a unanimous voice, was offered to the Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
who had served the Library as a Trustee for nearly thirty 
years, and by him refused on the plea of advancing years and 
frequent infirmities. Mr. Fish kindly consented to serve as 
acting President, and this position he has continued to hold 
until, by his earnest request, he was relieved from the duty, 
which it had cost him no little sacrifice to perform, by the 
election of Dr. Thomas M. Markoe to the office of President, 
on the 11th of November, 1891. Dr. Markoe was the next 
oldest Trustee to Mr. Fish, having entered the Board in the 
same year with him. The membership of the Board is now 
full, and consists of the same names as were presented to the 
Legislature in the annual report of last year. A list of the 
Trustees, in the order of their appointment, is appended; also 
those clauses of the late Mr. Astor's will that relate to the 
Library, and the Act of Incorporation in its present form. 
The current income for 1891 of the fund of $50,000 be- 
queathed by the late Mr. Astor to provide attendance fees for 
the Trustees, has, by vote of the Board, been applied as be- 
fore to the general maintenance of the Library.

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[Extract from the Will of the late John Jacob Astor^ 

January 6, 1888.] 



*' Third, I give to the Corporation known as the Trustees 
of the Astor Library, from my personal estate, the sum of 
four hundred thousand dollars, "to be paid at the expiration of 
two years from my death, and to be invested, and kept in- 
vested by said Corporation in any stocks or securities, or prop- 
erty of any other description whatsoever, either real or per- 
sonal, in the discretion of the Trustees of the said Corporation 
styled The Trustees of the Astor Libraiy. And I will and 
direct that the net income of the said fund of four hundred 
thousand dollars, from time to time, be applied to and l>e ex- 
pended in the purchase of books to be added to the Library, 
and not to be used for the payment of, or for the increase of 
the salaries of officers or employees, nor for the purchase of 
furniture or other current expenses, nor for any other pur- 
pose than the purchase of, or binding of books. And I will 
and declare that the special declarations above contained in 
this third article in relation to the investment of said bequest 
as a permanent fund, and the application of the income 
thereof as aforesaid, are not to be so construed as to create 
;uiy trust not legally permissible, nor so as to impair the 
legal ownership and control of the fund and its income and 
proceeds by the Corporation as fully as may be legally neces- 
sary to the validity of the bequest to it of the sum aforesaid." 

'* Fourth, I give and bequeath to the said Corporation 
known as the Trustees of the Astor Libraiy, the further sum 
of fifty thousand dollars, and request that this sum be by said 
Corporation invested and kept invested as a permanent fund, 
and that the net income thereof be applied to paying the 
Trustees of said Corporation, from time to time, fees or allow- 
ances for attending the meetings of such Trustees, at the rate 
of ten dollars for each attending Trustee at each meeting, 
and that, if, and as there may be an accumulation of such 
fund after making such payments, so as to permit the raising 
of the rate of such regular fees or allowances, and the pay- 
ment thereof out of the net income of such fund witnout 
trenching upon the capital, the rate of such regular fees or 
allowances may he raised from time to time by resolution of 
the Board of Directors to such extent as they in their dis- 
cretion may deem fit, and as the net income of the fund, 
without trenching upon the capital, may suffice to pay. And 
I will and declare the special declarations above contained are 
not to be so construed as to create any trust not legally per- 
missible, nor so as to impair the legal ownership and control

TRUSTEES OF THE ASTOR LIBRARY. 



Passed January 18, 1849. Amsndicd July 16, 1881, and March 24, 1891. 



The People of the State of New York^ represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section I. The Mayor of the City op New York for 
the time being, in respect to his office, and Washington Ir- 
ving, William B. Astor, Daniel Lord, James G. King, 
Joseph G. Cogswell, Fitz-Greene Halleck, Samuel B. 
EuGGLES, Samuel Ward, Charles A. Bristed, and their 
successors, are hereby created and declared to be a body cor- 
porate, by the name and style of ** The Trustees of the Astor 
Library;" by which name they and their successors may sue 
and be sued, plead and he impleaded, contract and be con- 
tracted with, and be known in all Courts and places whatever, 
and may also have a common seal, and change and alter the 
same at pleasure. 

Section 2. The direction and management of the affairs of 
the said Corporation, and the control and disposal of its prop- 
erty and funds, shall be vested in the said Trustees and their 
successors. 

The number of such Trustees shall be eleven : and they are 
hereby empowered, 

1. To receive from the Executors of the Will of John Jacob 
Astor, as recorded with the codicils thereto annexed, in the 
office of the Surrogate of the City and County of New York, 
the sum of four hundred thousand dollars, by him therein 
bequeathed for the establishment of a Public Library in said 
city, including in said sum the price of the site selected for the 
said Library, on the easterly side of La Fayette Place in said 
city, as authorized by the said testator ; which site, with its 
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appurtenances, the said Corporation is hereby empowered to 
take and hold in fee simple for the purpose of the said Library, 
and on condition to be applied and used therefor. 

2. To expend a portion of the said sum, not exceeding 
seventy-five thousand dollars, in erecting and maintaining 
upon the said site a building suitable for a Public Library. 

3. To expend a further amount, not exceeding: one hundred 
and twenty thousand dollars, in the purchase of Books, Maps, 
Charts, Models, Drawings, Paintings, Engravings, Casts, 
Statues, Furniture, and other things appertaining to a Library 
for general use. 

4. To invest the residue of said sum of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars as a fund for paying the value of the site of the 
building, and for maintaining and gradually increasing the 
said Library, and to defray the necessary expenses of taking 
care of the same, and of the accommodation of persons con- 
sulting the Library. And in case the income of the fund 
shall at any time exceed the amounts which the said Trustees 
may find useful to expend for the purposes above named and 
particularized, then to expend such surplus in procuring Public 
Lectures to be delivered, m connection with the Library, upon 
useful subjects of Literature, Philosophy, Science, History, 
and the Fine Arts, or in promoting in any other mode the 
objects of the Institution as above expressed. 

5. To direct the expenditure of the funds, and the invest- 
ment, safe-keeping and management thereof, and of the prop- 
erty and effects of the said Corporation; also, to make such 
ordinances and regulations from time to time, as the said 
Trustees may think proper, for th<» good order and convenience 
of those who may resort to the Library or use the same; to 
make such by-laws as may be necessary and convenient in 
conducting the business of the said Corporation; to appoint, 
direct, control, and, at their pleasure remove a Superintendent 
of the Library and all Librarians and other persons necessary 
to be employed about the same; and in general to have and 
use all powers and authority necessary for promoting the 
objects of the Institution, as expressed in the said will and 
codicils of the said John Jacob Astor. 

Section 3. The said Library shall be accessible at all reason- 
able hours and times for general use, free of expense to persons 
resorting thereto, subject only to such control and regulations 
as the said Trustees from time to time may exercise and 
establish for general convenience. 

Section 4. All investments of the funds of the said Cor- 
poration shall be made in bonds, secured by mortgage of pro- 
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d active real estate, or in the public debt of the United States, 
or of the States of the Union, or of the City of New York, or 
of portions thereof in any of those modes, except that in the 
investment in said public debts, preference shall be given, 
according to the order in which they are hereinabove named; 
provided, however, that such part of the funds of the Corpora- 
tion as were received from the executors of the will of John 
Jacob Astor, admitted to piobate on or about February 
twenty -sixth, eighteen hundred and ninety, may be invested, 
from time to time, in such securities and in such manner as 
in and by the third clause of said will is authorized and per- 
mitted, and that any other or further donation, gift, bequest 
or devise hereafter made in further support of said Library, or 
toward the objects connected therewith may be invested in such 
securities or in such manner as may be permitted or directed 
by the last will and testament, deed or other instrument creat- 
ing the same. 

Section 5. The said Corporation shall be subject to the 
visitation of any Courts of Justice, which now are,- or here- 
after may be thereunto empowered, for the purpose of pre- 
venting and redressing any mismanagement, waste, or breach 
of trust. 

Section 6. The said Trustees shall elect one of their number 
to preside over their Board, who shall hold such office during 
their pleasure, and they may also appoint, and at any time 
remove a Secretary and any other officers which their busi- 
ness may require. The acts of a majority of the Trustees at 
any meeting duly notified according to the by-laws, shall be 
valid. Any vacancies in the number of said Trustees occur- 
ring by death, resignation, incapacity or removal from this 
State, shall be filled by persons to be appointed by the remain- 
ing Trustees or a majority of them, except that the Mayor of 
the City of New York, during his continuance in office, shall 
always be a Trustee. 

The Trustees shall not receive any compensation for their 
services, except that if any one of their number shall at any 
time be Superintendent, he may receive compensation as 
such. 

Section 7. The said Corporation may take and hold any 
additional donations, grants, devises or bequests, which may 
be made in further support of the said Library, or the Lec- 
tures or literary and scientific objects connected therewith. 

Section 8. The property, real and personal, of the said 
Corporation shall be exempt from taxation, in the same man- 
ner as that of the other incorporated public Libraries of this 
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State; and it shall be the duty of the said Trustees to effect 
such insurances as they shall think sufficient in amount, and 
as can be obtained upon such buildings and Library, and other 
property against loss by fire or otherwise, and pay the ex- 
pense thereof out of the fund described in the fourth subdivi- 
sion of section second of this act. 

Section 9. The said Trustees shall in the month of January 
in every year, make a Report to the Legislature for the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December preceding, of the 
condition of the said Library^ of the funds and other property 
of the Corporation, and of its receipts and expenditures dur- 
ing such year. 

Section 10. If any debts of the said Corporation lawfully 
contracted, shall not be paid out of its funds when due, the 
Trustees shall be individually liable for such funds to the 
creditors in such cases, and to such extent as they would be 
if not incorporated.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the following 
report for the year 1891, to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

The principal repairs to the building have been, painting the 
entire roof together with the north and south skylights, 
restoring the chimneys over the offices, building a counter for 
books of reference, and refitting the furnaces. The Library 
was closed for cleaning and repairs, from the seventeenth of 
August until the nineteenth of September. 

The number of readers in the reading-rooms, during the 
year, was 52,977; and the number of books read there, 180,505. 
The number of visits to the alcoves, by persons authorized to 
study there, was 9,205; and the daily average of all persons 
using the Library, was 227, most of whom came for some 
serious purpose. Compared with the previous year, there 
was a decrease of 56 ordinary readers, but an increase of 
12,921 books drawn. A liberal supply of books, when really 
required, diminishes the necessity of study in the alcoves. 
Admission to the alcoves, in proper cases, is cheerfully granted 
as a matter of rule rather than favor; but the pressure for it 
merely as an agreeable privilege, makes it necessary to be 
particular. 

The large usefulness of this Library in the field of research, 
would be held in more just and general esteem, if the other 
legitimate wants of the reading public were as ifully and freely 
met by some other institution. The possibility that a Tilden 
library will still be established, with an endowment not less 
than that of the Astor, and that it will occupy the field of 
circulation, with branches and evening opening, is a fortunate 
thing for the City of New York. Such a library on Murray 
Hill, aided, perhaps, by the city as to land and building, and a 
great university library on Bloomingdale Heights, with the 
Astor and the Lenox where they are, would be something like 
a metropolitan equipment. 

The new Astor Library catalogue of authors and books, con- 
tinues to be a great convenience to the administration and the 
public. The only regret is, that an equally good systematic 
catalogue by subjects does not exist for the entire collection. 
There is an '* Alphabetical index of subjects in the books of 
the Astor Library" of 160 pages, published in 1866, concern- 
ing which the author remarks: *'The limits to which the 
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index was restricted necessarily render it meagre and for- 
bidding, compared with what it would have been if the refer- 
ences had been made in full. It will, however, be found to 
afford important facilities to readers in consulting the books 
of the Library." There is also a card catalogue arranged by 
subjects, for subsequent accessions down to 1880 ; and since 
that time, what is called a dictionary catalogue of authors and 
subjects in a single alphabet. Starting with these materials, 
to make and publish a full and comprehensive subject cata- 
logue worthy of the collection, and to do it within a reason- 
able time, would require a special application of highly skilled 
and uninterrupted labor, and an expenditure of money beyond 
the present resources of the Library. 

The general rearrangement and local classification of the 
books, with proper shelf- lists, is still incomplete ; but the 
work is diligently carried on in the intervals of ordinary busi- 
ness, and corresponding changes in shelf- marks and catalogues 
are made as promptly as possible. The four grand divisions, 
Art and Literature, History, Science, and Philosophy, are, in 
general, where they belong. The greater part of the first and 
third, and a considerable part of the second and fourth, have 
been systematically classified and arranged, with room to 
grow ; the departments so disposed of during the year, being 
Physics and Chemistry, Mechanics and Engineering, the 
Industrial Arts and the Art of War, Metaphysics, Education, 
Bibliography, and the books of reference near the delivery. 

The number of volumes reported in the Library at the end 
of December, was 238,946, of which 2,768 were bought during 
the year, and 1,077 received by gift. The number of books 
bound or repaired, during the year, was 1,372. The late Mr. 
Astor's bequest of $400,000 to yield an income for the pur- 
chase of books, thus making permanent the bounty he was 
accustomed to supply from year to year, has enabled the 
Finance Committee to provide already a considerable sum, 
which, with the approval of the Library Committee, has been 
spent chiefly in bringing up arrears of scientific serials and 
other continuations, that had necessarily fallen behind during 
the extraordinary expenses of the new printed catalogue. 

Among the valuable purchases other than continuations, 
were: Maspero, Mission arch6ologique frangaise au Caire, eight 
volumes folio; Dumont et Chaplain, Les Ceramiques de la 
Grece propre, two volumes folio; Stassoff, L'Ornement slave 
et oriental, large folio, illustrated in gold and colors ; Roller, 
Les Catacombes de Rome, two volumes folio ; Allen, Great 
cathedrals of the world, two volumes folio; Lange, Les Monu- 
ments de Vienne, three volumes folio; Havard, Dictionnaire 
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de 1' ameublement et de la decoration, four volumes quai-to ; 
Linton, Masters of wood engraving, folio; Von der Linde, 
Geschichte der Erfindung der Buchdruckkunst, three volumes 

3uarto; Tissot, Geographie compar^e de la province romaine 
' Af rique, two volumes quarto and atlas ; Mas Latrie, Tresor 
de chronologie, folio; Revue des questions historiques, fifty 
volumes octavo ; Stevens, Facsimiles of manuscripts in 
European archives relating to America 1773-83, ten volumes 
folio; Boussingault, Agronomie, chimie agricole, et physiologie, 
eight volumes octavo; Gazette des hopitaux, nineteen vol- 
umes quarto; and Osthoflf und Brugmann, Morphologische 
Untersuchungen auf dem Gebiete der indogermanischen 
Sprachen, five volumes octavo. 

The most important gift was a collection of 118 books and 
344 pamphlets relating to Mexico, from the Mexican Minister 
at Washington, among which maybe mentioned EivaPalacio, 
Mexico a trav6s de los siglos, five volumes folio; and Mateos, 
Historia parliamentaria de los congresos mexicanos de 1821 k 
1857, ten volumes and atlas. From the State Department at 
Washington, have been received the Reports and Papers of the 
International American Conference, four volumes ; from Mr. 
James Redpath, a manuscript collection of letters relating to 
the Mississippi and Louisiana elections of 1875 ; from the uor- 
poration of the City of London, a Calendar of wills proved and 
enrolled in the Court of Hustings, London; from Mr. Robert 
Needham Cust, his Linguistic and Oriental Essays and other 
works, eight volumes ; from Dr. S. A. Binion, Carteromaco's 
Ricciardetto, two volumes folio; from Prof. Carrington Bol- 
ton, Richard Kirwan's Essay on phlogiston and other works, 
eight volumes ; and from Mrs. Fordyce Barker a Memoir of 
Benjamin Lee and nine other volumes. The beautiful collec- 
tion of pictures and other works of art, previously given by 
the present Mr. Astor, has been arranged in the south room 
on the ground floor, where the meetings of the Trustees are 
held. Every Wednesday, this gallery is open to the public.

The trustees of the Astor Library, pui'suant to the provisions 
of the act of incorporation, make this their fortj^-fourth annual 
report. 

The membership of the boai'd and its officei*s remain as at the 
hist report. A list of tiie trustees, in the order of their appoint- 
ment, is appended to this rej)()rt ; alsr) those clauses of the will 
of the late William Astor, Es(i., which relate to the lil>rary, and 
an extra<^t from the [Jnivei*sitv Law of 1S02. The current 
incoiiu? for l^\)2 of the fund of $r><),0(io bequeathed by the late 
John Jacob Astor, Lsq., to j)rovide attendance fees for the 
trustees, has, by vote of the board, been applied as before to the 
general maintenance of the lil)rary. 

The library has, durinii: the vear 1SI>2, continued to fulfill its 
inip<jrtant functions of suj)plying to jjersons engaged in scientilic 
or literary and critical research ample facilities for pursuing the 
lines of i^tudv or investi^^-ation which thev desire to follow. The 
steady incrca.se of the uumbtM' of persons making use of tlie 
library shows clearly that thu jiublic more and more fully appre- 
ciate its ij;real advantages.

Tho sii|)(M'int(Mulrnl has the h«»n<)i* t«> mako the following report 
f«»r lh(^ vrar I^^Dl* to tlie trustees of the Astor Iiil)rarv : 

Thr north gateway, whi^h hm\ Ih^voww dihipidatod, ]u\h been 
rcrstnrrd and new piles eonst.rn(^t<Ml. Tin; roof of the north hall 
has heen repairiMJ a^iin, and tlie |>hnnl>in^ of the buihiing 
improved. l>ron/e handrails have also been added to the main 
staircase. The library was elosed for eleanin<jf and repiirs from 
the fifteenth of An<:;ust to the seventcjcnth of Sept<»mber. James 
Day, the en^^ineer c»f the building, died in N«)vember, after a 
faithful service of twentv seven veaix 

The number of readers in the reading rooms, during the year, 

was r>;>,4.')J»; and the number of books read there, 1*M),040. The 

number of visits to the* alcoves, by perscms authorized to study 

there, was S, |oi»; and the daily averapi of all perscms using the 

library was nt»arly ti'Jd. rom|»ared with the previous year there 

was an increase of is-j ordinary readers and 1>,54 1 books drawn, 

but a decrease of l,o9r» visits to the alcoves. This falling off in 

fhe visits to the a.lc^»ves mav be partiv owing t^) the efficiency of 

t/io librarian in charge of the delivery, in supplying readers in 

g./je reading-rooms with all that they T'ecpiire. 

iVith few excei)tions, the |>ublic appreciate the libemlity with 

yj /<'h this precious collection of books is put at their service, and 

jMi^^ not been found necessary to take unusual precautions 

^^/i^<t dishonesty. Vigilant cust<jdians and simple checks 

' V e the books from loss or damage, except in rai'e cases of 
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criminal ciinnin«^. Lnsl summer a scarce book, advertised for by 
a secon<l-liand deaN^r. ^vas stolen from the library and sold to 
him. but afterwards traiMMl and rocovered. The thief was also 
caught and sent tr» tin* penitentiary. 

The card catalogue <.»f t'urrent accessions, for the use of visitors, 
has been k<'])t u]) to dat(», both as to authors and subjects: .and 
the clasisilication and arran;[i:ement of n»'\v l)ooks has been 
promptly dom*. The t^rnri'al rearrangement, with all the detail 
that it iuvolves in a woi'king library, has made further progress, 
the principal departments finished during the year being Ameri- 
can Literature, Social Science, Politics, Political economy. 
Finance, Hanking, Ethics, Logic and Psychology. 

The number of volumes r(*])orted in the library at the end of 
December was 245,.S4l», of which 5,.S7r> wei'e bought during the 
year and 1,o2s received by gift. The number of books bound 
or repaired (hiring the year was 1,572. The most notable ax!ces- 
sion has been a large number of mathematical works kindly siig- 
wsted bv Pn>fessor Charh's S. Pierce, after a careful examination 
of our collection. I>1\ Cogswell laid a solid foundation by the 
purchase of a valuable matheuuitical library in (xermany, and 
Professor Newton, of Vale College, recommended many later 
works. The ih^partuuMit is now believed to be fairly complete, 
both as to tr(»atises and serial |)ublications.

REPORT. 



The Trustees of the Astor Libraiy, in obedience to the 
requirements of its charter, make this its forty-fifth annual 
report. 

The Library has, as usual, endeavored to maintain its high 
standard as a library of reference for those students of 
science, art or literature who may wish to consult its volumes. 
The number of these persons increases every year, showing a 
corresponding increase of the usefulness to the public of the 
treasures of knowledge accumulated on its shelves. Referring 
to the statistics that have been kept, showing the character of 
the volumes consulted, it may be seen that the more serious 
works in science and art and in some departments of literature 
show a very great preponderance over such works as are 
sought for the mere pleasure of their perusal. 

The report of the Treasurer (marked **A") is appended, 
showing the condition of the funds and securities. 

The report of the Superintendent (marked **B") is also 
appended, which shows that the accessions to the Library 
amount to 6,968 volumes, and that the whole number of 
volumes in the Library on the 31st of December, 1893, was 
252,317. The whole number of readers for the year was 
68,998; of alcove students, 8,051. 

It is with unfeigned sorrow that the Trustees report the 
death of one of their number during the year. In the death 
of Hamilton Fish, the oldest member of our Board, we deplore 



individually the loss of a warm, personal friend, and as 
Trustees, the loss of a most valued coadjutor. As expression 
of the deep sense of our loss, the following minute, adopted 
at a recent meeting of the Board, is appended.

Since the last regular meeting of the Trustees, the Library 
has lost a distinguished member of the Board and its senior 
Trustee, in the death of Hamilton Fish. 

Mr. Fish was by inheritance a patriot and public-minded 
citizen, and by education and association peculiarly fitted for 
the discharge of public and private trusts. 

In his youth he inspired such confidence that his fellow- 
citizens insisted on his entrance into public life, and he so 
maintained public respect as to have thrust upon him, almost 
against his will, ofiBce and high place, until he had suc- 
cessively filled almost every State and National position. 

Few men in later days have had such opportunities for use- 
fulness, and few have so well fulfilled every duty placed upon 
them, without reservation or exception. Mr. Fish never 
sought position, and at the same time never failed to increase 
his reputation and to more than perform each new duty. 

We, who have witnessed his attention and interest at this 
Board, although he had reached an age when he might well 
be free from attendance here, his unfailing judgment on 
every question brought before him and his universal kindness 
and consideration, may well regret his death. 

To the affairs of this Library he gave unceasingly the same 
patient ear and intelligent judgment which he had bestowed 
on more important subjects, and proved himself on all occa- 
sions an adviser of high order and a faithful interested friend. 

It is impossible to attempt here to make just tribute to the 
character or capacities of Mr. Fish. We can but content our- 
selves with recording our high sense of the respect and ad- 
miration we entertain for his character, our gratitude for his 
services as a member of this Board, and our individual per- 
sonal loss in his death.

EEPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the following 
report for the year 1893 to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

The building has been maintained in good condition, the 
principal repairs during the year having been, repainting the 
skylights over the three halls, mending the roof of the North 
hall, renewing a leader at the north-western corner of the 
building, and adding six presses for books in the South hall. 
The Library was closed for cleaning and repairs from the 
fourteenth of August to the sixteenth of September. 

The number of readers in the reading-rooms during the 
year was 60,947; and the number of books read there, 210,876. 
The number of visits to the alcoves, by persons authorized to 
study there, was 8,061; and the daily average of all persons 
using the Library, was 252. Compared with the previous 
year, there was an increase of 7,488 ordinary readers, and 
20,827 books drawn. For visiting the alcoves, monthly cards 
have been adopted instead of annual; and the purpose has 
been limited more strictly to such researches as cannot be 
made in the reading-rooms without great inconvenience. No 
card is issued without a letter of recommendation actually on 
file from some well-known and responsible citizen. 

In a library wholly of research, like the Biblioth^que 
Nationale or the British Museum, where no one is admitted 
to the principal reading-room who is not properly vouched 
for, many' facilities can be granted to all, that cannot be 
safely given in a reading-room open to everybody. It is as 
though the whole main floor of the Astor Library were re- 
served for a salle de travail, with the use of ink, unrestricted 
access to plenty of books of reference, and all other books 
required by the reader brought to his table. Under such 
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circumstances there would seldom be any need of admission 
to the alcoves. But with the reading-rooms thrown open to 
all the world, a degree of restraint becomes necessary, that 
renders admission to the alcoves a great advantage for certain 
kinds of research. Fortunately the structure of the Library 
in two tiers of large and lofty alcoves around three halls, 
lends itself to this use; and, with proper precautions, the 
liberty, though large, is seldom seriously abused. It has also 
the incidental result of leaving more room in the reading- 
rooms, a matter of some moment, considering the scanty 
provision in this city for the general reading public as dis- 
tinguished from those who have real occasion to consult a 
library of reference. 

The card catalogue supplementary to the printed catalogues, 
and containing all current accessions by author and subject, 
has been kept up to date; and all the catalogues have been 
corrected as to the location of the books, to keep pace with 
the general rearrangement which has now been going on for 
some years. During the past year English, German, Dutch 
and Russian literature have been completed, or nearly so, on a 
systematic plan, with spaces for growth. It should be re- 
membered that this general rearrangement, though not a 
part of the ordinary working of the Library, but on the con- 
trary, a serious interference with it, has not been done once 
for all with a special temporary force, but by degrees, with such 
assistance as can be lent from time to time to that branch of 
the regular staff having charge of the entry and classification 
of new books and the general good order and security of the 
collection. This branch of the staff is at all times more im- 
portant here than in libraries of a different character, and 
where the alcoves are not used for direct research. Logically, 
the administration here divides itself into four branches. 

The senior librarian has charge of all outside business and 
money accounts. What he buys and finds perfect, is turned 
over to the librarian charged with the general custody of the 
collection. When he has entered and located it, a third 
librarian gives it its proper description in the catalogues; and 
a fourth puts it to public use. If the Library is properly 
taken care of, these four chiefs of department are found to 
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be fully occupied with separate work of about equal con- 
sequence, under the general direction of the Superintendent. 
During the past year the growing work of the Library has 
been met with corresponding diligence on the part of all 
employed. 

The number of volumes reported in the Library at the end 
of December was 262,317, as against 200,819 in 1882, when 
the building was enlarged to its present dimensions by the 
late John Jacob Astor. The number of books bought during 
the past year was 5,685, and the number received by gift was 
1,283. The number of books bound or repaired was 1,539. 
The principal, gifts during the year were 42 books and 169 
pamphlets from Miss Gteorgina Schuyler;^ 168 books and 175 
pamphlets from Alexander Delmar, Esq.; and Raccolta di 
Documenti e Studi pubblicati dalla R. Commissione Colom- 
biana, from the Italian Government, through his Excellency 
Baron Fava, at the suggestion of Professor Vincenzo Botta.

The Trustees of the Astor Library, in obedience to the re- 
quirements of its charter, make this their forty-sixth annual 
report. 

The Library has, during the past year, continued to afford 
to the reading pubhc every faciUty for reference and con- 
sultation on all the subjects of science, art, literatui'e, history, 
political economy, archaeology, philology and other kindred 
subjects, which, as a library of reference, it is its principal 
and distinctive feature to afford. It will be seen from the 
statistical accounts accompanying this report, that the 
student public has continued to avail itself of the opportuni- 
ties thus offered, in even a larger measure than heretofore, 
thus indicating, as we believe, not only a more liberal use, 
but a higher appreciation of the great advantages which the 
Astor Library affords. 

The report of the Treasurer (marked "A") is appended, 
showing the financial condition of the institution. 

The report of the Superintendent (marked '*B") is also 
appended, which shows that the accessions to the Library 
amount to 8,294 volumes, and the whole number of volumes 
in the Libmry is reported as 260,611; the number of volumes 
drawn by readers during the year, 218,051; and the whole 
number of readers, 78,901, showing an increase of 7,675 of 
books drawn, and 9,903 of readers.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 



The Superintendent has the honor to make the following 
report for the year 1894, to the Trustees of the Astor Library: 

To maintain the building in good condition, a number of 
repairs and improvements have been necessary. The hollows 
of the roof have been repainted, the parapets pointed up, and 
the chimneys furnished with shafts and hoods on account of 
surrounding buildings. The rolling shutters have been over- 
hauled and repaired, and iron gates hung at the foot of the 
front steps, on each side of the entrance. The flagging of the 
north yard has been restored, and a drain laid in the south 
yard from the stable to the street. Other repairs to the stable 
property have been made by the tenant, to comply with re- 
quirements of the Board of Health. Within the Library, the 
middle hall has been painted and kalsomined throughout, 
giving the most frequented part of the building a light and 
cheerful appearance. The Library was closed for cleaning 
and repairs, from the thirteenth of August to the fifteenth of 
September. 

The number of readers in the reading-rooms during the 
year was 71,057; and the number of books read there, 218,051. 
The number of visits to the alcoves by persons authorized to 
study there, was 7,844; and the daily average of all persons 
using the Library, was 287. Compared with the previous 
year, there was an increase of 10,110 ordinary readers, and 
7,675 books drawn. Large benefaction as the Astor Library 
is thus shown to be, it meets only the most serious require- 
ments of the public. Daily experience of a great public 
reference library, suggests the need also of a great public 
lending library, in a central part of the city, with branches 
and evening opening, and maintained as generously as the 
common schools. 

The catalogue of the Astor Library consists of two printed 
alphabets in four volumes each, and a supplement on cards. 
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The old printed catalogue contains all accessions down to about 
1860, and the new one all subsequent accessions down to 1880, 
the card catalogue coming down to date. Corresponding to 
the old catalogue, there is a printed index of subjects; and the 
current card catalogue is a dictionary one, containing authors 
and subjects in the same alphabet. To the new catalogue, 
there is as yet no printed index of subjects, but it is hoped 
at a future time to include it in a general subject catalogue 
for the whole Library. Last summer the Library met with 
a notable loss in the death of William Henry Wilson, the 
librarian in charge of the catalogue. He had assisted in the 
preparation of the new printed catalogue, and served the 
Library with intelligence and fidelity for fourteen years. 

The general rearrangement of the books, which has been 
going on gradually for a number of years, did not make as 
much progress as usual, owing to the large number of new 
books requiring attention; but the duties have now been 
divided, so that the chief custodian can devote his whole time 
to the general rearrangement, at least until the most crowded 
parts of the collection are clearly re-classified. The principal 
work accomplished during the year, has been in the rather 
difficult subject of Philology. And here it may be said that, 
while the service in every branch of the staff is prompt and 
diligent, the distances are considerable, and a clear and system- 
atic arrangement of the books, is all-important to the speedy 
accommodation of the public. Dr. Cogswell followed the 
system of Brunet, and the library, about one-third of the 
present collection, was well arranged in the south hall, which 
was the original building. When the middle hall was built 
by the son of the founder, a careful rearrangement took place 
under Mr. Schroeder; and when the north hall was added by 
the grandson of the founder, another rearrangement became 
desirable, not only to relieve overcrowding, but to simplify 
and complete the classification. It has been found con- 
venient to divide the library into four departments, Art aad 
Letters, History, Science, and Philosophy. Within these de- 
partments the old subdivisions are still used in our statistics, 
but will soon be replaced by others corresponding more nearly 
with the ultimate state of the collection. 
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The number of volumes reported in the Library at the end 
of 1894 was 260,611. The number of books bought during 
the year was 6,886, and the number received by gift was 
1,408. The number of books bound or repaired was 1,806. 
In making up orders for purchase, special attention has been 
paid to Political Economy and Public Law, with a view to 
bringing those subjects up to date in all the principal 
languages. An interesting Spinoza collection of about two 
hundred volumes has been bought by direction of the Book 
Committee. Many recent books of Technology, have been 
supplied by request of readers, and complete sets of scientific 
serials, the importance of which for purposes of research 
seems constantly increasing. 

The principal gifts during the year were the Standard Dic- 
tionary of the English Language, from Messrs. Funk & 
Wagnalls, in acknowledgment of the usefulness of the 
Library in preparing the work; the Industries of Russia in 
four volumes, from the Russian Government; the Uniform of 
the Army of the United States, 1774-1889, from the United 
States Government; some Opinions and Papers of Stephen J. 
Field in six volumes, from Mr. Justice Field; sixteen volumes 
of United States documents, from Philip Schuyler, Esq. ; the 
Book of Common Prayer, according to the standard of 1892, 
honorary copy, from the General Convention; and a bronze 
medallion, Henrico Drisler professionis semisaecularia cele- 
branti, A. D. MDCCCXCIV, from the Trustees of Columbia 
College.
